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INTRODUCTION 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  525,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
17.53  which  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  rose  to  3.80  per  cent  of  all  births. 

The  death  rate  of  7.71  .is  slightly  higher  than  last  year's  figure. 

Coronary  heart  disease  continued  to  be  the  highest  single  cause  of  death.  This 
is  not  surprising  when  one  c considers  the  amount  of  food  consumed  locally  as 
well  as  the  ever-- increasing  number  of  cars  and  consequent  lack  of  exercise. 

The  number  of  people  dying  from  malignancy  was  higher  than  last  year.  Over 
a  quarter  of  these  were  duo  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  is  a  real  tragedy 
as  the  majority  of  these  deaths  are  preventable  by  not  smoking. 

There  have  boon  no  maternal  deaths  for  14  years. 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  nine,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  17.14.  The  Perinatal  mortality  rate  was  15.23. 

All  our  vital  statistics  compare  very  favourably  with  the  figures  for  the  rest 
of  Europe,  indicating  that  our  general  standard  of  health  is  high. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  incidence  of  Pumonary  Tuberculosis 
was  0.06  per  thousand  of  population,  which  again  is  the  lowest  ev:er  recorded. 
Our  vigilance  over  this  old  scourge  of  humanity  must  not  relax  and  routine 
chest  X-Raying  of  all  immigrant  workers  is  continuing.  All  School  children 
ore  being  Heaf  tested  yearly  and  those  who  are  positive  are  followed  up. 

A  Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme,  introduced  in  July  1973,  enables  registered 
persons  and  their  dependants  to  obtain  medical  treatment  in  Government 
surgeries,  or  in  their  hones  if  they  are  unable  to  attend  the  surgeries. 
Persons  who  were  already  included  in  the  District  Medical  Scheme  obtain 
treatment  free  of  charge  under  this  Scheme. 

Legislation  was  enacted  towards  the  end  of  1974  which  enabled  the  introduction 
of  a  comprehensive  health  service  as  from  the  6  January  1975.  In  exchange 
for  increased  contributions  the  new  service  enables  registered  persons  and 
their  dependants  to  obtain  medicines  prescribed  by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme 
from  Scheme  Pharmacists,  on  payment  of  lOp  per  item  on  the  prescription. 
District  patients  are  exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  fees. 

Also  at  the  beginning  of  1974  a  reciprocal  health  services  agreement  with 
Britain  came  into  being.  Under  this  agreement  citizens  of  the  United  Kingdom 
temporarily  resident  in  Gibraltar  became  entitled  to  health  care  ih  Gibraltar 
on  the  same  conditions  as  citizens  of  Gibraltar.  Similarly,  citizens  of 
Gibraltar  temporarily  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  became  entitled  to  health 
care  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  people  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

This  Agreement  does  not  a-oply  to  persons  going  from  one  country  to  the  other 
for  the  express  purpose  of  benefitting  from  the  agreement,  except  that,  where 
a  citizen  of  Gibraltar  is  in  need  of  hospital  care  for  which  adequate 
facilities  do  hot  exist  in  Gibraltar,  he  shall  receive  that  hospital  care 
in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  people  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Notwithstanding  this  agreement  a  British  Subject  ordinarily  resident  in 

Gibraltar  is  entitled  to  use  the  Government's  medical  services  and  will  be 
charged  the  same  fees  as  a  Gibraltarian. 
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GEOGRAPHY  AND  CLIMATOLOGICAL  REPORT 


(l)  GEOGRAPHY 

Gibraltar  is  situated  in  latitude  36°  09’ N  and  longitude  5°  21  Mf  and 
stands  out,  steeply  and  proudly,  fron  the  adjoining  low-lying  Spanish 
territory  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a  sandy  is  fcbtnus  about  1  nilo  long 
and  i  mile  wide.  Five  miles  across  the  Bay  to  the  Rest  lies  the 
Spanish  port  of  Algeciras  and  20  miles  across  the  Straits,  to  the 
South  is  Africa.  The  Mediterranean  lies  on  the  East.  The  distance 
to  Britain  is  approximately  1,400  miles  by  sea. 

The  Rock  runs  'from  North  to  South  for  a  length  of  nearly  3  miles. 

It  is  4-  of  a  mile  wide  and  has  a  total  area  of  2-J-  square  miles.  Its 
highest  point  is  1,396  feet.  The  top  of  the  Rock  is  a  sharp 
knife-edge  ridge  extending  for  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  North 
escarpment  and  then  sloping  gradually  to  the  South  for  about  1  mile 
to  terminate  at  the  Southern  extremity,  Euro pa  Point,  in  perpendicular 
cliffs  about  a  hundred  feet  high.  The  whole  upper  length  of  the 
Eastern  face  is  inaccessible  and  the  steep  upper  half  of 
the  Western  slopes  is  uninhabited . 

(ii)  CLIMATOLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1975 

The  following  weather  details  have  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr  N  McKay, 
Principal  Meteorological  Officer,  Gibraltar  - 

RAINFALL 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  rather  more  than  the  long  term 
average.  Rainfall  was  below  average  nearly  throughout  the  year, 
particularly  in  the  last  three  months.  In  February,  March  and  December 
rainfall  was  above  average,  especially  in  December  when  over  twice  the 
normal  amount  of  rain  fell. 

TEMPERATURE 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  17.9CC  (64.2°f)  slightly  above 
the  average  of  64,0°F.  January,  February,  July  and  August  were 
warmer  than  usual,  October  was  normal,  and  the  remaining  months  below 
average.  The  largest  departures  from  normal  were  +2.4  F.  and  1.5  F 
in  January  and  May  respectively „  The  Ugliest  maximum  reported  was 

on  9th  August  and  the  lowest  minimum  on  20th  January. 

SUNSHINE 

The  total  sunshine  measured  2743-2  hours,  a  little  below  the  average 
of  2853  hours.  This  represented  59.6  per  cent  of  the  possible  total 
for  the  year  and  gives  a  mean  daily  duration  of  7.5  hrs.  Sunshine 
was  below  average  in  January,  February,  April  May  and  December,  and 
above  average  in  the  remaining  months.  The  largest  departures 
from  normal  were  -99.9  hrs  in  December  and  +42.2  hrs  in  November. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  December  total  was  the  lowest  recorded 
since  records  began  in  1937  » 


WIND 

Monthly  mean  wind  speeds  were  above  average  in  all  months  except  June 
and  November.  December  was  a  particularly  windy  month,  the  mean  speed 
being  higher  than  average.  April  and  May  were  also  blustery  with 
mean  speeds  above  normal. 
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Westerly  winds  predominated  in  January,  Ilarch,  May, June,  September 
and  November  with  easterlies  predominant  in  the  other  months.  The 
predominance  of  easterlies  in  February,  October  and  December  was 
unusual  as  was  the  predominance  of  westerlies  in  May  and  June. 

Another  unusual  feature  of  the  winds  in  October  and  December  was 
the  persistence  of  the  spells  of  easterlies.  They  blew  for  a  spell 
of  11  days  in  October  and  12  days  in  December  without  interruption. 

In  these  months,  changes  between  easterlies  and  westerlies  are  usually 
more  frequent  and  such  spells  shorter-lived. 

Despite  the  higher  mean  wind  speeds  experienced  in  nine  months  of  the 
year,  gales  were  less  in  evidence  than  is  usual.  One  gale  was 
reported  in  March,  one  in  November  and  two  in  December.  The  highest 
hourly  mean  speed  occurred  on  December  15  :;h  find  the  highest 
gust  on  the  same  day. 

TI1UNDSR 


Thunder  was  reported  on  22  days,  well  above  the  yearly  average  of  15.6 
days.  The  months  of  May  to  August  inclusive  were  free  of  thunder 
which  however  was  unusually  prevalent  in  December,  in  which  month  it 
occurred  on  10  days.  Several  of  the  storms  were  severe,  causing 
some  flooding  and  lightning  strikes. 


FOG 


Fog  was  reported  on  28  days,  very  much  more  than  usual.  Of  this  total 
25  occurred  in  the  period  June  to  September  with  July  being  a 
particularly  foggy  month  when  14  days  of  fog  were  reported,  over  five  time3 
the  long  term  average  for  this  month. 

SUMMARY 

After  a  dull  and  at  time  wet  start  to  the  year,  the  spring  months, 
though  cold  and  rather  cloudy  were  diy but  windy.  After  a  fairly 
warm  and  sunny  summer  which  was  dry  but  at  times  very  humid, 
especially  in  July  which  had  the  highest  incidence  of  fog  for 
many  years,  the  autumn  and  early  winter  months  saw  a  marked  lack  of 
seasonal  rains,  and  more  sunshine  than  usual.  The  deficit  of  rain 
for  the  year  was,  however,  more  than  made  up  by  the  heavy  rains  in 
ecember  when  over  twice  the  normal  amount  was  recorded.  This  month 
also  saw  the  creation  of  two  new  records  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
from  local  records,  namely  a  surface  pressure  of  986.8  millibars  on 
15  December  during  the  passage  of  an  intense  depression  eastwards 
through  the  Straits,  and  the  loi^est  to:,al  of  sunshine  since  records 
began  in  1957.

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As  can  be  seen  fron  the  above  table  these  chief  causes  of  death 
.accounted  for  177  or  72.62$  of  all  deaths. 

Arterial  diseases  caused  74  deaths  which  is  32.05^6  of  all  deaths. 
Ischaemic  heart  disease  was  again  the  highest  single  cause  of 
death  while  cerebro-vascular  disease  was  the  second  commonest. 

The  number  of  people  dying  fron  malignancy  was  higher  than  last 
year. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one-  ye ar  of  age  was  9 
which  gave  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.11.  .  Eight  of  these 
infants  died  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  birth,  which  represents 
a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  15. 23$  Of  these  5  died  within  the 
first  twenty-four  hours  of  life. 


PORI -NATAL  MORTALITY 

As  is  obvious  from  the  foregoing,  it  seems  to  be  a  question  of 
chance  whether  the  child  is  stillborn  or  dies  in  the  first  hours 
of  life.  Hence  the  importance  of  grouping  stillbirths  and  deaths 
in  the  first  week  of  life  as  Peri-natal  deaths. 

The  number  of  such  deaths  has  been©  dght  which  represents  a  Peri¬ 
natal  mortality  rate  of  15.25  .

DETAILED  ANALYSIS  OE  DEATH  FROM  MALIGNANT  DISEASES 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  infectious  diseases  statutorily  notifiable  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  in  Gibraltar  are  - 

Smallpox ,  Cholera,  Epidemic  Typhus,  Plague,  Yellow  Fever, 
Relapsing  Fever,  Dysentery,  Diphtheria,  Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis,  Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  or  Enteric 
Fever  ,  Acute  Encephalitis,  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Chickenpox, 
Epidemic  Parotitis,  Erysipelas,  Leprosy,  Measles, 

Meningococcal  Infection,  Ophthalmia,  Noenatorum,  Paratyphoid 
Fever,  Pertussis,  Puerperal  Fever,  Rubella,  Trachomas, 
Tuberculosis  (all  forms),  Venereal  Disease. 

There  were  533  cases  notified  from  the  resident  civil  population 
which  represents  an  incidence  of  18.05, 

Cases  notified  are  visited  by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  investigates  and  advises  the  parents  on  exclusion  and 
concurrent  disinfection  if  the  case  warrants  it. 

In  cases  of  tuberculosis  we  have  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor  who 
works  directly  with  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic.  She,  in  close  liaison 
with  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  arranges  for  all  necessary 
investigations  and  public  health  measures. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 

In  1975  we  had  only  2  cases  notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Routine  x-ray  examination  is  carried  out  on  new 
workers  entering  Gibraltar.

ENTERIC  FEVER 

Five  cases  of  typhoid  and  five  t  paratyphoid  were  notified.  One  of  the 
typhoid  cases  resulted  in  death.  Another  of  the  typhoid  cases  was  from 
the  bay. 

As  previously  stated,  the  fact  that  enteric  fever  is  endemic  in  the  surrounding 
countries  is  a  constant  source  of  worry  because  of  the  possibility  of  an 
outbreak  of  it  occurring  here. 

All  foodhandlers  are  checked  on  arrival  in  Gibraltar,  but  as  they  commute 
frequently  to  and  fro  the  danger  is  very  real. 

DYSENTERY 

This  year  there  were  five  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery  notified  but  it  is 
our  belief  that  an  appreciable  number  of  cases  do  occur  yearly  and  that 
because  of  their  mildness  are  treated  symptomatically  and  not  notified. 

DIPHTHERIA 

There  were  again  no  cases  notified  during  the  year  under  review  and  this 
means  that  there  have  been  no  such  cases  for  the  past  14  years.  Two 
factors  are  responsible  for  this  -  the  greater  number  of  children  who  are 
being  immunized  against  the  disease  as  also  the  fact  that  there  is  less 
contact  with  the  hinterland.

Vacc illation  is  still  compulsory  in  Gibraltar  at  the  ago  of  three  months, 
as  well  as  re-vaccination  at  the  age  of  twelve  years,  in  view  of  our 
geographical  position.

No  unusual  complications  of  Smallpox  Vaccination  were  registered. 

A  fatal  case  of  thrombocytopenic  purpura  occurring  8  days  after  a 
small  pox  vaccination  had  been  administered  to  a  4  month  old  child. 

The  case  was  intensively  investigated  and  it  was  found  that  the  death 
was  attributable  to  acute  meningococcal  septicaemia.  This  was  confirmed 
histologically  at  Hammersmith  Hospital. 

IMMUNISATION 

This  service  continued  to  be  run  very  successfully  from  the  Health 
Department  at  the  Health  Centre,  Casemates.  Considering  that  no 
propaganda  other  than  word  of  mouth  has  been  used  to  encourage 
mothers  to  have  their  children  immunized,  attendances  are  very  satisfactory. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  statistics  also  include  the  active 
immunisation  schemes  ran  by  the  Services  for  their  families. 

The  only  side  effects  to  these  vaccines  were  mild  allergic  reactions.

In  the  event  of  the  animal  in  question  be ing  unlicensed  or  found  not  to 
be  wearing  a  muzzle  at  the  time  of  seizure,  the  matter  is  reported 
to  the  Police.

MATERNITY,  CHILD  WELFARE  AMD 
SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 


MATERNITY  SERVICE 

The  Maternity'  Department  consists  of  two  wards  with  a  total  of 
fourteen  beds,  two  private  rooms,  and  a  two  bedded  labour  ward, 
nursery,  admission  room  and  ante-natal  clinic. 

On  an  average  there  were  30  deliveries  a  month.  Mothers  stay  in 
hospital  5-6  days  for  a  normal  delivery,  8/l0  days  for  forceps 
deliveries  and  10/14  days  for  Caesarian  Sections. 

Ante-natal  oatients  were  admitted  for  rest  and  treatment  staying  from 
a  few  days  to  several  weeks. 

Relaxation  classes  held  by  the  physiotherapists  were  extremely  well 

attended  and  a  lecture  and  film  show  for  expectant  mothers  and 

fathers  given  every  two  months  by  the  Obstetrician  was  also  well  attended. 

Post  natal  exercises  were  poorly  attended,  but  written  instructions 
were  given  to  all  mothers  on  discharge  as  an  encouragement. 

A  Sonicaid  Fetal  Monitor,  baby  apnoea  alarm  and  latest  model  incubator 
from.  Vickers  Medical  were  new  aquisitions  and  a  great  aid  to  staff  and 
patients.

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CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  throughout  the  year  in  the  Health  Centre. 

Dr  Kassan,  the  Clinic  doctor,  held  a  weekly  session  on  Monday  afternoons 
from  January  till  August.  Dr  Jones  replaced  him  on  18th  August  and 
he  continues  the  weekly  session  on  Mondays  between  3pm  and  4pm 

Clinics  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor  are  held  every  afternoon  and  are  taLl 
attended.  The  emphasis  of  the  work  of  the  Service  continues  to  be  on  very  young 

mothers;  on  the  whole  they  look  after  they  babies  quite  well  and  make 
use  of  the  service  provided.  The  number  of  working  mothers  appears 
to  be  increasing  especially  amongst  teachers  and  office  workers. 


Home  visiting  has  again  been  adversely  affected  by  shortage  of  staff. 

An  Assistant  Health  Visitor  r  signed  in  June  endher  replacement  started 
duties  on  a  part-time  basis  in  October.  She  works  afternoons  only 
at  the  Welfare  Clinic.  A  routine  home  visit  is  paid  once  in  nine  or 
ten  months.  The  Health  Visitor  deals  with  first  visits,  problem  families 
and  special  cases  and  visits  them  as  required. 


Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Family  Care  Unit,  with  Maternity 
and  Children's  Wards,  and  with  the  Eye  Department.  Views  are  exchanged 
with  the  SAAFA  Sisters,  as  sometimes  our  "families"  overlap.  There 
is  good  co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Service  and  information  is 
exchanged  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  Handicapped  Children.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

These  services  are  now  catered  for  at  the  Health  Centre  by  the 
Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme  doctor.  Clinics  were  held  twice  weekly, 
most  of  which  were  held  at  the  various  schools.  Twice  a  month  a  clinic 
was  held  at  the  Health  Centre.,  one  for  special  cases  requiring  follow-up 
or  further  assessment;  the  other  was  held  in  order  to  plan  out  policies 
and  ensure  the  smooth  running  of  the  service. 

Meetings  were  held  at  intervals  with  the  School  Councellor  and  Head 
Teachers.  These  meetings  were  essential  to  smooth  out  differences 
and  misunderstandings  and  to  discuss  matters  of  policy.  The  liaison 
that  now  exists  will  bo  an  important  foundation  for  further  improvements 
in  the  present  service. 

Children  suffering  from  acute  illnesses  were  referred  to  their  own 
private  doctors,  but  if  the  consent  of  the  parent  or  guardian  was  obtained 
treatment  was  prescribed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

A  number  of  children  were  referred  to  hospital  for  consultant  advice.  As 
part  of  ^e  general  medical  check-up  all  s  chool  children  are 
now  being  screened  for  colour-blindness. 

The  dental  health  of  the  school  children  is  on  bhe  whole  an  improvement 
on  previous  years. 


The  number  of  children  examined  under  the  School  Health  Services  was 
one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  one  and  the  general  condition  of 
the  health  of  these  children  showed  an  improvement  on  previous  years. 

CASES  REFERRED  TO  THEIR  ONN  DOCTOR 

The  number  referred  to  their  own  doctor  was  twelve. 

CASES  REFERRED  TO  OTHER  HOSPITAL  CLINICS 

These  numbered  twentyone.  The  majority  were  referred  to  the  ENT  and 
Orthopaedic  Clinics.

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  fortyeight  cases  were  referred  to  the 
school  dental  clinic. 

OPHTHALMIC  CLINICS 

The  three  hundred  and  thirty  cases  referred  to  this  clinic  by  the  school 
doctor,  or  a  t  their  parents’  request,  were  for  refraction. 

The  Ishihara  Test  for  the  colour  blind  was  carried  out  on  six  hundred  and 
eight  children,  ten  of  which  were  found  to  be  defective. 

CLEANLINESS 


The  number  of  children  inspected  by  the  School  Nurse  during  bhe  year  was 
six  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirtyfour.  There  were  bwo  hundred  and 
eightynine  instances  of  "verminous  heads”  but  it  must  be  noted  that 
this  number  includes  a  number  of  cases  which  were  found  to  be  infested 
on  more  than  one  occasion. 
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HCME  VISITS 

The  number  of  homes  visited  during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  eightyseven. 
These  were  directed  at  finding  out  the  children* s  background  so  as  to  help 
and  advise  parents  whose  children  require  supportive  treatment. 


IITIUUISATION 


The  immunisation  of  children  continues  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Health  Centre.

The  statutory  function  of  the  Service,  the  application  of  the 
Quarantine  Ordinance  including  the  granting  of  Pratique  to  shipping 
was  maintained  efficiently  throughout  the  year.  As  is  well  known 
with  regard  to  the  service  at  Gibraltar,  the  system  of  operation 
is  designed  to  cause  the  minimum  of  delay  in  Port  entry  and, 
in  the  case  o-f  -sremsels  which  call  for  medical  assistance 
tp  bo  rendered  to  members  of  the  crow  or  passengers,  quieh  despatch. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  sixty  six  medical  visits  to  ships 
during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  seven  persons  were  landed  due 
to  illness;  of  these  twenty  semen  were  landed  from  British 
ships,  eighty  six  semen  from  foreign  ships  and  one  passenger  was 
landed  for  hospitalisation.  These  figures  do  not  include  seamen 
landed  from  Royal  Fleet  Auxiliaries. 

Seventy  two  ships  called  into  Port  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  medical  advice  or  treatment,  for  members  of  the  crew  and 
one  dead  body  was  landed. 


. 
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CARE  OR  MIG  BLIND 

This  Section  is  based  on  the  work  of  the  Gibraltar  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Blindness. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  only  been  two  new  registrations 
and  this  is  a  welcome  sign.  There  are  now  seventy six  registered  blind  or 
partially  sighted  persons.  Of  these  fiftyeight  are  women  aged  between 
fortysix  and  ninety  and  only  one  is  in  her  thirties.  Of  seventeen  men  most 
are  between  the  age  of  forty  and  eightysix,  and  again  only  one  is  in  his 
thirties.  There  is  only  one  registered  blind  child. 

Thirtynine  persons  received  supplementary  benefit  and  nine  pocket  money. 

During  the  year  six  blind  persons  died,  three  women  and  three  men. 

During  these  last  years,  the  number  of  blind  or  partially  sighted  persons 
in  Gibraltar  has  dropped  considerably  from  ninety-four  to  seventysix.  This 
is  probably  due  to  the  greater  care  taken  of  eyesight,  especially  in  early  life. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  is  always  prepared  to  send 
to  England  for  training  anyone  who  has  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  sight 
at  an  early  age,  provided  the  prognosis  is  favourable. 

The  British  Talking  Book  Service  has  been  very  helpful  by  extending 
its  service  to  Gibraltar,  and  these  -tapes  provide  many  hours  of  pleasure 

to  our  blind. 

The  Society  is  constantly  trying  to  help  blind  persons  acquire  better 
accommodation  and  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  housing  in  Gibraltar  the 
Government  whenever  possible  meets  their  request.  At  the  request  of  the 
Society,  Government  grants  free  medical  attention  bo  blind  persons, 
and  a  higher  rate  of  supplementary  benefit  than  that  given  to  sighted  persons. 

The  Society's  work  is  carried  out  by  visitors,  who  are  allocated  different 
districts.  Some  of  these  visitors  have  carried  oub  these  voluntary  duties 
for  many  years. 

Bus  companies  kindly  transport  blind  persons  free  of  charge  on  the 
production  of  a  ticket  with  their  photograph  vouched  for  by  the  Society. 

The  Society's  income  is  derived  from  flag  days  and  donations  including 
a  proportion  of  the  British  Forces  Broadcasting  Services  Hew  Year's  Eve 
appeal  for  'Hire less  for  the  Blind' . 

The  Society  gives  a  cash  gift  to  everyone  on  the  register  and  organizes 
a  party  for  them  and  other  residents  in  the  John  Mackintosh  Homes  at 
Christmas 


The  Society  is  affiliated  bo  the  British  Commonwealth  Society  for  the  Blind.

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INSPECTIONS 
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REPORT  BY  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Sevan  thousand  two  hundred  and  twontyeight  inspections  wore  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year,  in  the  course 
of  which  five  thousand  and  twentytwo  nuisances  were  found  Those 
required  the  service  of  four  hundred  and  eightyfive  statutory  notices, 
and  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty two  re-visits  were  made  to 
ensure  that  the  nuisances  reported  load  been  effectively  abated. 

One -thousand  and  fiftynine  housing  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the 
request  of  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  on  the 
living  conditions  of  applicants  for  accommodation  in  Government-owned 
premises  or  following  complaints  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department  by 
persons  living  in  overcrowded  homes.  A  further  two  hundred  and  bon 
inspections,  to  determine  the  fitness  of  apartments  for  subletting  to 
Service  and  Dockyard  families,  were  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the 
pertinent  authorities. 


Food  catering  establishments,  ice  cream  depots, bakeries  and  mineral 
water  factories  wore  inspected  on  three  hundred  and  ninety  occasions. 
Deficiencies  found  were  generally  put  right  as  a  result  of  oral 
representations  made  to  the  owners  of  the  establishments,  but  official 
warning  letters  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  had  to  be 
served  on  some  of  the  more  recalcitrant  offenders.

A  total  of  eight  huhdred  and  twentyeight  visits  of  inspection  of  accommoda¬ 
tion  let  to  labour  from  abroad  were  made  by  the  department's  Senior 
Enforcement  Officer  and  the  two  Enforcement  Officers  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Labour  from  Abroad  (Accommodation)  Ordinance  and  Rules  made 
thereunder.  As  in  the  case  of  food  premises,  contraventions  of  the  said 
statutory  instruments  were  normally  rectified  following  oral  representations 
although  a  few  of  the  die-hards  needed  the  stimulation  of  written  warnings 
before  the  desired  effect  was  achieved. 

Thirtyeight  underground  tanks  were  inspected  after  cleansing  and 
whitewashing .  Periodical  s amples  of  water  in  underground  tanks  were  taken 
to  ascertain  its  fitness  for  dietetic  use  and  chlorination,  with  subsequent 
re-testing,  was  carried  out  as  required. 

The  Government's  mains  supply  of  water  was  sampled  by  this  department 
independently  of  the  samples  obtained  by  the  Public  Forks  Department 
Water  Section.  All  samples  obtained  were  found  to  be  fit. 

The  routine  sampling  of  sea  water  at  our  various  beaches  and  swimming 
establishments  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year.  The  urpose  of  this 
exorcise  is  primarily  to  ascertain  the  bacteriological  condition  of  the  sea 
around  our  <Soast  and  also  to  obtain  data  on  local  conditions  to  compare 
with  that  being  obtained  as  a  result  of  the  TTorld  Health  Organisation 
campaign  to  iGduce  the  pollution  of  the  mediterranean. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

There  were  159  Court  attendances  during  the  year  in  connection  with  legal 
proceedings  instituted  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  As  in  previous 
years,  these  prosecutions  were  conducted  hy  a  senior  member  of  the 
department 1  s  s taf f . 

One  hundred  and  fiftyone  attendances  in  Court  were  in  connection  with 
oightynine  prosecutions  under  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  for  non- 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  abatement  notices  served:  sixtyone 
convictions  were  obtained.  The  information  on  the  remaining  cases 
was  withdrawn  following  the  compliance  with  t  he  notices  served 


There  were  five  convictions  for  offences  against  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Ordinance  and  three  for  offences  against  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  resulting  in  £150  being  imposed  in  fines. 

A  total  of  £565  were  imposed  in  fines  and  ,£273  were  aw/irded  as  costs.

Immunization  clinics  continued  to  be  organized  by t he  Public  Health 
Department 


H3ALTH  EDUCATION 


Apart  from  the  routine  Health  Education  undertaken  by  the  district 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  course  of  their  normal  work,  a  number  of 
lectures  x>rere  given  by  Senior  staff  members  to  certain  associations  and 
clubs  as  well  as  to  schoolchildren. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUT ION 


Equipment  for  the  monitoring  of’  sulphur  dioxide  as  well  as  for  snake 
and  grit  was  received  and  installed  during  the  year.  Since  this  campaign

Mosquito  control  was  kept  up  throughout  the  year*  and  a  close  liaison  was 
maintained  with  the  Services'  Hygienists. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  measures  adopted  in  recent  years  for  the  extermination  and 
repression  of  this  pest  were  continued  during  the  year  under  review 
with  very  favourable  results.  The  rodenticides  at  present  being 
used  are  warfarin,  zinc  phosphide,  arsenious  oxide,  alphachoralose 
and  PI our oacte amide  1081,  the  latter  primarily  for  baiting  sewers. 

Of  these  the  most  popular  and  also  the  safest,  is  warfarin.  It 
has  not  got  the  short  acute  knock  down  action  of  the  other  four, 
but  has  certainly  proved  to  be  a  most  effective  poison  for  rodents. 

It  is  supplied  free  to  members  of  the  public  for  ordinary  treatments. 

Complaints  received  are  investigated  at  once  and  the  best  treatment  to 
be  applied,  either  by  the  complainant  himself  or  by  the  Rodent- 
Department’s  team,  is  decided  upon. 

Excluding  the  number  of  rodents  killed  by  complainants  themselves, 
an  estimated  kill  of  two  hundred  and  forty  seven  is  recorded  from 
treatments  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Section  of  the  Public  Health 
Department . 


Under  Article  54  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations  vessels  are 
inspected  as  required  for  the  presence  of  rodents,  and  Deratting 
Exemption  Certificates  are  issued  when  appropriate.  Twenty  five 
vessels  were  inspected  and  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of 
all  of  them  during  1975.

POULTRY

Supplies  of  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables  were  imported  from  Morocco  and  other 
European  countries  including  Great  Britain  although  the  hardier  types  of 
fruit  were  also  imported  from  as  far  afield  as  Argentina,  Canada  and  Japan. 

MILK 


Sterilized  homogenised  mi  11c  in  sealed  bottles,  as  also  UHT  milk  were  imported 
from  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  approved  countries.  However,  condensed  or 
evaporated  tinned  varieties  are  the  staple  products  commonly  used. 

GROCERIES 


Groceries  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  countries  have  been 
adequate,  and  generally  of  satisfactory  quality. 


SLAUGHTERING 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  Gibraltar,  situated  in  the  Upper  Rock. 
Adjoining  this  slaughterhouse  are  the  piggeries,  which  house  some  200  pigs  . 
Fortyseven  pigs  with  a  total  weight  of  6832  lbs  were  slaughtered  during  1975. 
These  were  duly  inspected  (ante  mortem  and  post  mortem)  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 


ICE  CREAM 
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All  premises  where  ice-cream  is  sold  must  be  registered  with  the 
Government  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drug 
Ordinance.  Frequent  visits  were  paid  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  advise  on  measures  designed  to  attain  the  highest  standards  of 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  possible.  Fortyseven  samples  were  taken 
and  examined  bacteriologica]_ly  in  the  Public  Health  and  Clinical 
Pathology  Laboratories.  Quality  control  tests  were  undertaken  at  the 
same  time.  Nineteen  of  the  samples  tested  were  found  to  be  sub¬ 
standard  but  the  situation  was  rectified  following  advice  given  by 
the  Department. 

Considerable  quantities  of  ice-cream  manufactured  by  reputable  firms 
in  Great  Britain  and  Italy  were  also  imported  regularly.  The  sale  of 
these  products  is  conditional  to  their  being  sold  in  the  original 
sealed  wrappers  or  containers  and  subject  to  the  same  sanitary 
requirements  as  those  produced  locally.  Soft  ice-cream  is  also 
finding  an  increasing  market  in  Gibraltar,  this  being  sold  both  at 
establishments  and  from  mobile  units. 

EATING  HOUSES  -  CONFECTIONERIES  AMD  CAFES 

All  premises  wherein  food  is  prepared  by  any  process  of  cooking  or  which 
are  used  for  the  manufacture  or  preservation  of  food  products  as  well 
as  purveyors  and  vendors  of  refreshments,  confectionery,  cakes,  sweets 
etc.  must  be  registered  with  the  Government. 

Food  catering  establishments  were  inspected  regularly  by  the  Department’ 
Inspectors,  in  the  course  of  which  advice  was  given  to  the  owners  on 
food  hygiene  and  on  all  matters  concerning  the  storing,  handling  and 
preparation  of  food  for  human  consumption.

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PUBLIC  HCALTII  &  CLINICAL  PATHOLOGY  LABORATORIES 
REPORT  OF  THE  PATHOLOGIST  &  CITY  ANALYST 


A  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eithty  eight  investigations  wore  carried  out  on  specimens 
received  at  the  Laboratories  during  the  year  1975.  This  shows 
an  increase  of  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  over  the  previous 
year  and  shows  the  augmenting  use  clinicians  both  in  the  Hospital 
Service  and  the  Health  Centre  are  making  of  the  services  of  the 
laboratory. 

Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  nine  analyses  were  done  on 
samples  submitted  to  ascertain  compliance  with  the  Foods  A.  Drugs 
Ordinance,  and  water  and  miscellaneous  foodstuffs  to  investigate 
their  fitness  for  human  consumption.  Twenty  of  the  samples 
submitted  did  not  satisfy  the  Regulations.  This  figure  does  not 
include  those  samples  found  defective  due  to  bacteriological 
contamination. 

The  Public  Health  Department  have  installed  apparatus  for  the 
control  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  sulphur  dioxide  and  in 
relation  to  this  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  samples  were  analysed 
and  reported  to  the  Director  of  Ilodical  A  Health  Services. 

The  section  of  Cytology  is  now  well  established  within  the  routine 
of  the  laboratory  and  during  the  year  four  hundred  and  eighty 
preparations  were  examined.  The  main  number  are  cervical  s mears 
but  exfoliated  epithelium  from  fluids  of  several  cavities  were 
examined. 


During  the  year  several  pupils  from  the  Boys*  and  C-irls*  Comprehensive 
Schools  '  visited  the  laboratory  usually  for  a  period  of  one 
week  at  a  time  under  a  scheme  organised  by  their  relative  Careers 
Officers.  Student  nurses  also  visit  in  organised  parties  and  show 
interest  in  the  work.  It  is  considered  they  derive  benefit  f  rom 
these  visits  and  lectures. 

The  Laboratories  are  recognised  by  the  World  Health  Organisation 
as  a  Centro  for  Yellow  Fever  Innoculations,  and  by  the  Institute 
of  Medical  Laboratory  Sciences  for  the  training  of  technicians  to 
intermediate  level.

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MEDICAL  AND  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


I.  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Government  Medical  and  Health  Services  consist  of: 

Hospital  Services,  Specialised  Medical  Treatment  outside 
Government  Hospitals,  (where  such  treatment  is  beyond  the 
scope  ol  local  resources);  Child  elf are  and  School  Health 
Services;  Domiciliary  and  Out  Patient  Treatment  of  persons 
coming-  under  the  scope  of  the  District  Medical  Service; 
Domiciliary  Medical  Service;  Port  and  Airport  Health 
Service;  Public  Health  Inspection  and  Laboratories. 


The  Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme  enables  registered  persons  and  their 
dependants  to  obtain  medical  treatment  in  Government  surgeries  or  in 
their  homes  ii  they  are  unable  to  attend  the  surgeries.  The  fee  for 
attendance  at  the  surgeries  is  20  pence.  The  fee  for  house  visits 
is  50  pence  during  normal  hours  and  75  pence  outside  these  hours. 
Persons  who  are  included  in  the  District  Medical  Scheme  ohtain 
treatment  free  of  charge. 


An  extension  of  the  Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme  came  into  effect 
on  fcne  6  January  1975.  In  exchange  for  increased  contributions, 
registered  persons  and  their  dependants  are  now  able  to  obtain 
medicines  prescribed  by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme  from  Scheme 
Pharmacists  on  the  payment  of  10  pence  per  item  shown  on  the 
prescription.  Persons  included  in  the  District  Medical  Scheme  are 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  fees. 

Under  a  reciprocal  health  services  Agreement  between  Britain  and 
Gibraltar  citizens  of  the  United  Kingdom  temporarily  resident  in 
Gibraltar  are  entitled  to  health  care  in  Gibraltar  on  the  same 
conditions  as  citizens  of  Gibraltar. 

Citizens  of  Gibraltar  temporarily  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  are 
entitled  to  health  care  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions 
as  the  people  of  the  United  Kingdom. 


The  Agreement  does  not  apply  to  persons  who  go  from  one  country  to  the 

other  for  the  express  purpose  of  benefiting  from  the  agreement , except 

that,  where  a  citizen  of  Gibraltar  is  in  need  of  hospital  care  for  which 

adequate  facilities  do  not  exist  in  Gibraltar,  he  will  receive  that 

i1°SivCal  carG  in  ^le  TIni^ed-  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions  as  people  of 
the  Dm  ted  Kingdom. 


Notwithstanding  chis  Agreement,  a  British  Subject  ordinarily  resident  in 
Gibraltar  is  entitled  co  use  the  Government's  medical  services  and  is 


charged  the  same  fees  as  a  Gibraltarian, 


A  Health  Centre  houses  the  Government  Surgeries  run  in  connectioh  with 
the  Group  Prac bice  Medical  Scheme.  The  Public  Health  Inspectorate,  the 
Child  welfare  ana  School  Medical  Services,  which  include  Immunisation 
and  Vaccination  and  the  District  Clinic,  are  also  housed  in  this  Centre. 
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Mr  L  L  Bromley,  PROS,  Surgeon  in  Charge  of  the  Thoracic  Unit,  Dr  Oscar 
Craig,  Consultant  Radiologist,  and  Dr  K  Granville  Grossman,  Consultant 
Psychiatrist,  from  St  Mary’s  Hospital,  Paddington,  and  Mr  Henry  Shaw 
PRCS,  Ear,  Nose  &  Throat  Consultant  at  the  Royal  Mars den  Hospital,  London, 
visited  Gibraltar  on  various  occasions  during  the  year  to  advise  and 
operate  in  their  respective  specialities 

Thirty  five  patients  were  sent  to  various  hospitals  in  Britain  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  As  usual,  the  majority  of  these  went  to  the  Royal 
Marsden  Hospital  and  to  St  Mary’s  Hospital,  London. 

Immunisation  of  children  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  director 
of  Medical  and  Health  Services  who  is  also  the  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer.  Children  found  to  be  in  need  of  medical  treatment  are 
referred  to  a  Special  Sick  Children  Clinic  at  St  Bernard's  Hospital 
or  to  their  own  doctors. 

The  Gibraltar  League  of  Hospital  Friends,  the  Albert  Ferrary  Trust  and 
the  Gibraltar  Youth  Association  contributed  generously  to  the  welfare 
of  the  patients  with  gifts  in  cash  and  in  kind.  A  number  cf  other 
gifts  and  donations  x«Tere  received  from  other  sectors  of  the  community 
some  of  which  would  wish  to  remain  anonymous. 


II  STAFF 

The  training  of  nurses  continued  as  in  previous  years.  Six  nurses  were  sent 
for  training  to  Britain  during  the  year  including  a  Nursing  Sister 
who  is  undergoing  a  two  year  Sister  Tutor’s  diploma  Course. 

There  Were. 105  nurses  in  training.  Fiftyfive  of  these  entered  the 
Service  during  the  year  and  attended  a  month's  course  of  pre-nursing 
orientation  and  adaptation. 

Nine  passed  and  four  failed  Part  I  and  5  entered  .and  passed  Part  II 
of  the  Intermediate  Examination.  Twelve  attended  the  formal 
introductory  course  of  8  weeks,  Six  passed  and  6  failed  this  course. 

Five  nurses  did  the  Senior  course  and  four  entered  and  passed  the 
Final  examination  and  were  promoted  to  Staff  Nurse, 

There  have  been  32  applications  to  Britain  for  enrolment  luring  the 
year  under  review. 

Three  nurses  had  to  attend  periods  of  four  months  adaptation  . 

Britain  before  being  .registered.

Legal  Notice  No  12;5  of  1975  declared  f"  j  Royal  Naval  Hospital 
to  be  a  "hospital 51  for  the  purposes  Section  2  of  the  Mental 
Health  Ordinance. 

Legal  Notice  No  145  of  1975  ame  .aed  the  Animals  &  Birds  Rules  by  : 

a)  increasing  the  nr  alty  which  could  be  imposed  for 

the  illegal  iiw  rtaticn  of  an  animal  to  a  f  ine  of  £200  and 
to  inprisono-  j  for  six  months; 

b)  providing  por  the  destnn  cion  or  removal  from  Gibraltar 
within  a  specified  pe Mod  of  time  of  any  animal  so 
import ^a;  and 

c)  providing  that  before  a  licence  in  respect  of  a  dog  is 
issued  or  renewed,  there  is  produced  a  valid  anti-rabies 
vaccination  certificate. 

The  Animals  and  Birds  (Amendment)  Ordinance  1975  amended  the  principal 
Ordinance  by  making  it  an  offence  to  keep  a  dog  over  the  age  of  three 
months  which  has  not  been  vaccinated  within  the  previous  twelve 
months;  by  allowing  the  Rules  to  be  changed  in  order  to  make  it 
possible  for  animals  imported  without  a  licence  to  b e  subsequehtly 
forcibly  exported  or  alternatively  destroyed;  and  by  allowing 
a  greater  penalty  to  be  imposed  when  a  person  imports  an  animal 
into  Gibraltar  in  breach  of  the  rules. 

IegalNotLceho  l64oST1975introduced  amendments  to  the  Hospitals  (Fees  &  Charges) 
Rules  1973.  The  main  amendment  made  it  clear  that  members  of  the 
Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme  would  be  considered  as  entitled  persons 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Tirst  Schedule  only  if  they  were  referred 
by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme.

the  fee  for  accommodation  in  a  general  ward  is  related  to  family  size 
and  family  income.  The  scale  of  fees  payable  by  ’entitled  persons’ 
ranges  from  NIL  to  60p,  Out-patients  pay  a  fee  of  20p  for  each 
consultation  other  than  the  first  consultation,  which  is  free, 
provided  they  have  been  referred  by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme. 
Otherwise,  out-patients  pay  a  fee  of  £1,00  for  each  consultation. 

No  charge  is  made  for  medicines  any  in-patient,  but  patients 
who  are  ’entitled  persons’  and  who  are  accommodated  in  a  general 
ward,  whose  family  income  exceeds  £35  per  week  have  to  pay 
additional  charges  for  Operation,  Anaesthetic,  Accouchment,  etc.,

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V  DISTRICT  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  District  Medical  Service  caters  for  patients  in  receipt  of 
Supplementaiy  Benefit.  A  doctor  and  a  team  of  District  Nurses 
run  a  daily  out-patient  Clinic  at  the  Health  Centre  and  attend 
to  domiciliary  cases.  Treatment,  including  hospital  treatment, 
medicines  and  any  surgical  appliances  that  District  patients 
may  need,  is  provided  free  of  change.  The  District  Medical 
Service  also  provides  medical  attention  required  by  the  residents 
of  the  John  Mackintosh  Hones  for  the  aged.  The  doctor  running 
this  service  is  also  the  Airport  Medical  Officer,  Forensic 
Pathologist  and  Prison  Medical  Officer.

VI  HOSPITALS 

(l)  ST  BERNARD'S  HOSPITAL 

St  Bernard’s  Hospital,  with  130  beds,  is  essentially  available  for 
the  resident  community  and  the  passengers  and  crews  of  ships  and  air 
craft  calling  at  Gibraltar,  but  patients  from  neighbouring  districts 
are  given  facilities  for  treatment  and  hospitalisation.  The  Hospital 
provides  a  comprehensive  out-patient  service  and  in-patient 
treatment  for  acute  medical  and  surgical  cases.  In  addition,  it  has 
a  Maternity  Section,  and  a  ward  for  elderly  sick  patients,  and  a 
small  isolation  unit.

OUT  PATIENTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Out-patients  Department  provides  a  twenty-four  hour  Accident  and 
Emergencies  Service. 

The  Blood  Department  is  a  self-contained  department,  responsible  for 
a  Central  Syringe  Service  and  Central  Sterile  Supply  Department. 

They  all  work  in  close  liaison  with  the  out-patient  Department. 

The  Rental  Clinic  continued  to  be  held  Mondays  to  Fridays,  except 
Tuesday  afternoons,  for  extractions  only,  under  Gas  and  Oxygen  or 
local  Anaesthetic.  Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixteen  patients 
were  seen  and  four  thousand  extract  ons  performed.  All  School 
Dental  Clinics  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Health  Centre. 

Clinics  for  diseases  of  the  ye  are  held  daily  and  an  Ear  Nose 
and  Throat  Clinic  is  held  once  a  week. 

In  addition  to  patients  attended  at  the  regular  Ophthalmic  Cxinics, 
patients  suffering  from  domestic  and  industrial  accidents  were  also 
seen. 

The  Department  also  holds  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics  approximately 
every  three  months  which  are  run  by  Mr  Henry  Shaw, . Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Consultant  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  number  of  patients  seen  at  the  Ear  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics  is  given 
under  the  Out-patient  statistics. 

A  small  number  of  children  suffering  from  squint  are  given  Orthoptic 
treatment  twice  weekly.

KGV  Hospital  is  tho  only  Psychiatric  Unit  in  Gibraltar.  It  h? s 
a  capacity  of  60  beds.  Like  the  other  Hospital  in  the  Department 
it  caters  principally  for  the  resident  civilian  community  ahd  passengers 
and  members  of  crews  of  ships  visiting  Gibraltar,  but  patients  from 
the  armed  forces  and  British  Subjects  residing  in  neighbouring 
countries  are  also  admitted.  Admission  is  subject  to  the  s ame 
administrative  conditions  as  applied  to  the  other  Hospital  in  the 
Department. 

Tlie  Occupational  Therapy  Department  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  Unit  and 
although  it  provides  occupational  and  diversional  therany  for  patients 
in  the  other  Hospital  who  may  require  it,  the  bulk  of  its  xfork  is 
concerned  with  patients  from  the  Psychiatric  Unit  s  ome  20  of  whom, 
attend  the  Department  twice  daily.  More  details  of  this  Department 
will  be  found  further  on. 

An  out-patient  clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  with  the 
■Superintendent,  Dr  C  T-  Montegriffo  in  attendance,  who  also 
attends  to  the  in-patients  in  the  Unit  every  morning,  and  answers  emergency 
calls . 

A  welfare  and  district  service  is  very  efficiently  run  by  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer,  whose  office  is  housed  at  the  Health  Oentre.  His 
duties  consist  of  attending  all  clinics,  to  be  on  call  at  all  hours 
of  the  day  and  night  when  his  service  are  required  by  the  Hospital 
Doctors,  Police  and  relatives  of  discharged  patients.  He  visits 
patients  at  their  homes  and  sees  then  at  his  office  and  at  their 
places  of  work.  Working  in  conjunction  wi th  the  Superintendent  he  has 
been  able  to  find  jobs  and  accommodation  for  patient  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  Due  to  his  work  a  large  proportion  of  discharged 
and  out-patients  are  ableio  live  a  compatible  life  with  the  community. 

The  work  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  proved  voiy  profitable  in 

the  field  of  Welfare  and  District  Service  and  is  reaping  rewarding  results. 

Dr  Granville  Grossman,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  visits  the  Unit  on 
occasions  during  the  year.  He  examines  in-patients  and  also  holds  out¬ 
patient  clinics  in  consultation  with  the  Superintendent.

Patients  attended  football  matches,  went  to  tho  cinema,  the  annual  Jair 
and  similar  outings  accompanied  by  members  of  the  Staff.  During  the  Summer  they 
were  taken  to  the  beach  and  for  mlks  around  the  Alameda  Gardens. 

Annual  parties  were  given  on  St  Joseph’s  Day  and  on  Christmas  Day. 

As  in  previous  years,  members  of  the  Jewish  Hospital  Committee 
cakes  for  high  teas  and  distributed  sweets  and  also  cige1"  ol,e'3  uo  all  tne 
patients  on  all  their  Feast  Days.  Each  patient  a  Christmas 

present  from  the  Red  Cross,  and  a  present  ©a ^  x  370131  c^3  iia"^ron  a^  ^he 
Christmas  Party. 
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During  the  course  of  the  year,  Messrs  Sacconne  and  Speed  Ltd  on  several 
occasions  supplied  a  fairly  large  quantity  of  cigarettes  for  the  patients. 

LEAGUE  OF  HOSPITAL  FRIENDS  -  This  organization  has  given  great  s a  i sfaction 
to  both  the  patients  and  the  Staff,  with  their  help  and  support  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  To  enumerate  all  their  work  and  activities  would  be  an 
endless  task,  but  to  mention  just  a  few  they  consisted  of  supplying  cakes  and 
soft  drinks  at  monthly  where  sweets  and  cigarettes  were  also  distributed 

to  all  patients.  During  these  parties  they  supplied  music  and  partners  for 
the  patients  to  dance  and  at  times  live  entertainment.  Their  gifts  have 
included,  footrests,  pictures,  durtains,  etc.  They  also  presented  each 
patient  with  a  gift  on  Christmas  Day. 

A  member  of  the  League  of  Hospital  Friends  visited  the  Unit 
almost  every  Friday  and  with  the  help  of  several  youngsters  of  both  sexes 
from  the  Legion  of  Mary  distributed  sweets  and  cigarettes  to  all  the  patients. 

Three  very  welcome '•  wheel  chairs  were  presented  to  the  Unit  by  the 
Gibraltar  Youth  Association. 

Some  anonymous  organizations  also  presented  the  patients  with 
’  gifts  and  some  donated  cash  for  the  use  of  the  Unit. 

To  all  its  benefactors  who  presented  the  Hospital  with  gifts  in  cash 
and  in  kind  and  to  those  who  gave  their  services  free  to  organize 
recreational  activities  for  the  patients,  the  Department  is  greatly  indebted.
